At Shanghai, on the 20th September, 
Qeravia Many, the dearly loved wife of Geo. 
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‘Ine China* Mail of the 16th instant 
had au article for which the outbreak 
at Ichang was the text, in which the 
writer took a comprehensive survey of 
the situation, and came to a somewhat 
startling conclusion. He accepted what 
is, indeed, beyond question, that the 
outrage at Ichang was carefully planned 
and methodically exeented by the Hunan 
soldiery, not without the complicity of 
land military provincial “an- 
es; but he regarded it as an 
| indication that the discontent of these 
| Hhnan men is directed not only against 
missionaries, but against foreigners in 
jgeneral and their inventions. ‘The 
writer does not think that the endea- 
vour to embroil the Chinese government 
with foreign Powers is the only motive 
for these outrages: “it is probable the 
soldiers were told that the cause of 
their discharge or of the stoppage of 
their pensions was the expenditure 
necessitated by the iatroduction of for- 
eign inventions.” ‘This seems to us 
rather far-fetched, as does the sug- 
gestion subsequently made that the 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung was at first 
inclined to secretly favour the out- 
breaks. “He is possessed,” we are told, 
“of a strong amateurish love for foreign 
inventions, and he believes, if the Central 















Government would only let him have 
his way, that he could place China on 
a level with other nations with very 
little aid from the outside.” Houg- 
kong people have had Chang Chih- 
tung under their close observation for 
some years, and should know him well ; 
but the foreigners in his employment 
at his present seat of government have 
a great respect for him, aud even the 
missionaries at Wuchang and Hankow 
have the fullest confidence in the excel- 
lence of his intentions, and his deter- 
mination to maintain order wherever 
his writ runs; unfortunately even the 
Emperor's writ does not run in Hunan. 
‘The writer whom we are discussing 
regards the treatment of the Chinese in 
the United States, and their present 
exclusion from that country—and he 
might have added Australia—as farther 
incentives to the desire to expel for- 
eigners from China. ‘There may be here 
aud there a high official who regards 
the U.S. Exclusion Act as a grievance, 
but the ordinary mandarin has such a 
contempt for the “stupid” people whom 
the Exclusion Act principally affects, 
that he probably rather sympathises 
with the efforts to keep them out of the 
States, and after all, it is only one out 
of the eighteen provinces that sends 
emigrants to California. ‘That China 
| will also make use of the cruel expulsion 
| of the Jews from Russia as a justifica- 
tion of her proposed expulsion of fore- 
igners, we quite decline to believe: it 
seems hard to a so-called civilised 
Power to say it, but we believe that 
so far the Chivese government is on 
a higher level than that of Russia. 
Here the writer uses an agreement 
which will not appeal with any force to 
the Chinese, whatever practical force 
there may be in it. What it really 
comes to is, that foreign Powers have 
one law for the strong, and another for 
the weak ; which is true but hardly de- 
fensible. He says :—“ Civilised nations 
may be compelled at, times to look on 
passively at barbarous deeds, such as 
the treatment of.the Jews by Russia, 
being convinced that intervention is im- 
practicable or too dangerous, and being 
confident that the evil will effect its 
own cure; but when they are brought 
face to face with a weak tottering gov- 
ernment unable to maintain order and 
incapable of progress, they are justified 
in the. application of foree by the very 
inherent right of civilisation to triumph 
over barbarism. In the restricted sense 
of the word it may be an injustice for 
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acivilised nation like England to annex 
the country of a savage African chief, 
but it is out of such ‘injustices’ that 
civilisation spreads and progress is 
effected. The survival of the fittest 
may seem a rough law, but it is the 
law of iy 
When the writer in the China Mail 
be on to remark that “the chief 
of the: t crisis is the utter 
helplessness of the feeble government 
at Peking,” we are quite with him, For 
some. the Peking government has 
relied for advice and assistance in all 
its outside troubles on the Viceroy Li 
Hung-chang, and now it appears that 
the government is appealing to him in 
vain, He may not be “ plotting against 
the Manchu power,” but as far as we 
can see, he is sitting on the fence 
waiting on events. Either way makes 
for him. If there is a rebellion, and 
the government seems able to put 
it down, he, being in possession of 
the only serviceable army and navy, 
will step in at the right moment and 
get the credit of Iapreseing it; if the 
rebellion seems likely. to succeed, he 
can put himself forward at the right 
moment and give it its direction. It is 
said that he has no thought himself of 
being the first ofa new Chinese dynasty, 
and, indeed, his unpopularity through- 
out China would make this difficult ; 
but if the Manchus vacated the Throne, 
he might pat a member of his family 
on it, and be himself the power behind 
it. The writer in the China Mail 
despairs, however, of China’s being 
able to hold together at all. He 
says :— The day is hastening on when 
the polypus empire will be split into 
several sections, placed under the ‘ pr 
tection’ or controlling influence of three 
or four of the great western powers. 
The present crisis will doubtless pass 
over without much chauge. ‘The times 
are not quite ripe for a general convul- 
sion in China, and the nations of the 
West are not yet sufficiently in unison 
to undertake such a serious work as the 
‘protection ’ of that immense country. 
But although the inevitable day of 
dissolution may be staved off just 
now by a few concessions and 
the payment of a big indemnity, 
its coming is inevitable.” It has been 
‘stated that the recent entente between 
France and Russia looks*immediately 
to a partition of China, but we doubt 
if the Chinese Empire will not be saved 
from this by the jealousies of the Euro- 
ean powers. Farther, we do not be- 
ieve that the Chinese race as a whole 
is so effete. It has marvellous recu- 
erative powers. Its motto might be 
indeed, Fluctuat nec mergitur: the 
present dynasty may be, as many 
otherwise well-affected Chinese be- 
lieve, at the end of its tether: but 
the core is still sound, and the remark- 
able homogeneity of the race will pre- 
serve it, we believe, from any parti- 
tion in our day ; and it would certainly 
not be to the advantage of the Power 
most interested, England, to see China 
divided up among her European rivals, 
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even if she were accorded a share ; and 
in protesting against such a partition 
she would not stand alone.

The Sydney 
had dropped her anchor and ae the Shang- 
hai was passing her the former swung 
round on the flood tide and her stern swept 
along the starboard quarter of the Shanghai, 
The Shanghai's starboard quarter boat was 
sinashed, the dacits broken off at the base, 
mile some four plates, tho stringer plate 
and a bulkhead wore damaged.

Shanghai for Nagasaki on the 10th instant, 
under the command of Captain Whetherall, 
in ballast. She appears to have been driven. 
south by the late typhoon and only reached 
hor destination on Saturday night or 
Sunday morning, when the captain tele- 
graphed to his owners here her arrival, all 
well, ‘The vessel sunk in, the harbour, 
having capsized apparently through havin; 
discharged. too much ‘ballast’ betoro. any 
cargo was taken in, ‘The accident was not 
caused by the weather, as the wind was only 
blowing with a force of 3 at Nagasuki 
on Monday. The captain has telegraphed 
that the vessel can be raised. 
Vladimir was swinging round on 
ternoon, she went astern and rin 
into the Vathay at the P. & O, buoy off the 
Associated Wharves.

The following sensational Express was 
distributed in Yokohama on the day imen- 
tioned :

Yokohama, September 15th 1891, 

“We are in receipt of a telegram from 
Kobe announcing that the French Mail 
Steamer weut ashiure at 3 a.m. yesterday 
inside of Oshims, She struck three times 
and the breakers were so heavy that there 
was a foot of water in the cabin.

‘This naturally caused a good deal of 
auxiety in Yokohama, as it was known that 
the editor of the Weekly Buse of Curios was on 
board the Sydney.

“In order to reassure those who may 
have boon caused anxiety by yesterday's 
sensational express re the French 
steamer, we have much pleasure in statin 
ou direct authority that the vessel reache 
Kobe safely and left shortly afterwards 
direct for Shanghai. If any mishap has 
ocourred it must have been of a very 
nominal character. 
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Kobe is denied.—The Hivgo News says 
There is no doubt that the passengers on 
board the French Mail 8.8. Sydney from 
Yokohanm had a narrow escape. The 
weather was so thick, the currents so 
strong, and the sea go boisterous that the 
Captain could not find the Oshima light at 
the time he expected to do so, and the big 
ship bumped on a shoal in such a way that 
had it been of ruck instead of saud another 
fearful disaster would have been added to 
the already long roll of shipping casualties 
off the treacherous shores of Japan. It 
was while bucking from her exceedingly 
porilous position that the huge seas broke 
over her, demolishing the Captain's cabin 
and flooding the state-rooms and cabins 
below, while all the time she rolled 
tremendously. The passengers, many of 
them, were in a etate of piteous fright, 
and some of the more cowardly of the crew 
atone time made a rush for the boats. 
But-for the coolness of Captain Delacroix 
and his officers a panic must have ensued 
with fatal results.

Hongkong has 
the more important present, Shanghai 
the more promising future. It is 
difficult to exaggerate the possibilities 
of Shanghai. It is already the great 
commercial centre of the greatest homo- 
geneous nation in the world.

DARKEST RUSSIA.

Viapivostock, we are told,is undergoing 
a reign of terror. Fourteen convicts 
employed on the new trans-Siberian 
railroad have succeeded in making their 
escape from their guards, aud the ouly 
means they have of providing them- 
selves with private clothes, is by a succes- 
sion of murders, ‘They have already 
made five victims ; three harmless occu- 
pants of a farmhouse, one French naval 
officer belonging to the squadron that 
was visiting the port, and a Russian 
bandmaster. ‘here was a sort of grim 
irony in the murder of the last of 
these, for he was returning from the 
funeral of the French officer. ‘There is 
not a revolver for sale in Vladivostock ; 
and those who have these arms keep 
them at hand ready for immediate use 
as they sit in their houses. It is worse 
than if a ery ot of wild animals had 
broken loose at Viadivostock. Lions and 
tigers would not insist on human flesh, 
but these miserablehuman wild beasts 
must have clothes, and to get them they 
must murder those who are wearing the 
clothes. If any one were to try to save 
his own life by giving them clothes, he 
would incur the tender mercies of the 
Russian police as an accomplice. 

In call ng these unfortunate convicts 
human wild beasts we are not aspersing 
them, but the system that has made 
them’ what they are. They may be 
political exiles, or they may be men ~ 
wlio have committed serious crimes at 
home ; but we know that when once 
they get into Russia’s convict prisons 
in Siberia, they have practically their 
choice. between death, or being sv 
brutalised that it seems uo fresh 
crime to them to commit a murder in 
order to get free. Most of us could 
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find some sort of excuse for a man who ! 
murdered his guard in order to get his’ 
freedom ; at any rate he would be 
attacking a man who was presumably 
better armed than himst But to 
pounce upon an unoffending stranger 
and kill him for the sake of his clothes, 
is as much worse than the action of the 
tiger, as the human brain is superior to 
the beast’s. It is a constaut wonder to 
us who are in the habit. of meeting 
Russians in ordinary life, and finding

CHINAN FU. 


(rLom OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Treasurer of the Province, Fu Jun, 
has been made Governor, thought not to 
his liking. He is » Mongol, and is a 
nephew, I believe, of a former Wu Chun, 
tang. ‘His rise has been very rapid, #0 
that some officials who are now his in- 
feriors were formerly his superiors, for 
instance the present Salt Commissioner, 
who is acting ‘Treasurer. When he came 
from Peking, he was the Prefect at Lai- 
chow Fu, Then he was transferred to the 
prefecture of Chinan Fu, but hardly was this 
announced, when he was elevated to a 
Grain Taotaiship at Téchow. Then he was 
elevated to Salt Commisnoner, and in a 
short time was elevated to the Judge- 
ship of Hupeh, but by certain arrange- 
ments he was allowed to hold that 
position in this Province, and the one 
sencioted for this Province was transferred 
to Hupeh. His next rise was to that of 
Treasurer, and now to that of Governor, 
all within eight years, Owing to the groat 
popularity of tile Into Governor, aud the 
difficulty of managing the Yellow River, the 
position of Governor is not regarded as a 
desirable one, The new appointment is 
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acceptable to us, for he has a high respect 
for the character of foreigners, and will, 
‘su far as safe, aid them in the settlement 
of their troubles, He has already provided 
proclamations for the country-stations, 
when application was made. We wish 
him much success, but know his lines haye 
not fallen in a pleasant place. 

‘A few days go an Edict in honour 
of the late Governor, Chang Yao, came 
down on yellow satin, and has’ been 
hung up in front of the yamén for the in- 
spection of the people. ‘The career of the 
Governor is concisely described, hi 
in suppressing the rebellion of the 
medens in Kanau and Tli is unfolded, and 
his fidelity in managing the Yellow River 
is extolled. His eldest son is elevated 
from the position of Prefect, to that of 
Taotai, the other sons and grandson are 
also honoured ; 1,000 tacls are ordered to 
be taken out of the Treasurer's yamén to 
help defray the funeral expenses, and 
temples sre ordered ta be built in his 
honour in all the Provinces. What is more, 
the great debt. that the Governor 
with the Government and all other faili 
are cancelled and forgiven. Very rarely 
has an official received such high praises, 

‘The free use that the former Governor 
made of money, and the popularity he 
thereby gained,’ only tend to make it 
harder for the next Governor, who will not 
be allowed to use money as he pleases. 

‘We have heard that the former Governor 
also borrowed mouey from foreigners, and 
that Li Hung-chang went security, but of 
this we have no certain knowledge. 

‘The now appointment for Provincial 
Treasurer is » man by the name of ‘Tang, 
who has only just been made Judge 
Kuangsi, and who at presentiis in Peking. 

‘The Provincial Chancellor takes the 
Governor's place in the Examination Hall, 
The new Governor has seized the oppor- 
tunity to leave for the Yellow River, where 
he can think over the ups and downs of 
official life. 

‘The two Examiners arrived last week, 
and enter the Exainination-Hall to-morrow, 

‘The number of students who passed the 
preliminary examination was only some 
7,000. Others who were left out at uuce 
Dogan to bestir themselves to be allowed 
to enter along with the rest. For a few 
days the Chancellor was about as much 
abused as foreiners, The new Governor 
also came in for a share, as the idea seemed 
to prevail that if the former Governor were 
still alive, all would be allowed to enter. 
Finally the Governor led the students in a 
body to the Chaucellor, and after knocking 
thoit hends and beseeching for favour, all 
but two or three hundred were allowed to 



































enter, Such rule in Chi No help 
for it, if peace is kept. 
‘The rumoura about the poisoning of the 





Governor by the foreigner have practically 
passed away in the city, but we hear of 
thom now spreading through all the Pro- 
vince, and in some places the demand is 
made to kill off the whole body of foreigners. 

In view of our narrow escape, we have 
some lessons to learn even on the utility of 
foreign doctors. Very luckily our own 
doctor was not the scapegoat, or our lot 
would have been a hundred times worse. 
‘The Chinese faculty for lying and making 
up rumoura has no parallel anywhere in 
the whole world. 

‘Speaking of rumours, [earned only yester- 
day of one from Central China. The story 
is xa follows :—A boy attending a school of 
the missionaries one day went home crying, 
saying his comrades had told him the 
foreigners had drawn lots to take out 
the eyes of one of the scholars, and that 
the lot had fallen on him. The parents 
ridiculed the matter, and sent the boy 
back to school. When evening came no 
boy cxme home, and on inquiring at the 
school it was said the boy had not come 
that day. Farther search was made, but 
with no success. Whereupon the rumour 
was spread abroad that the foreigner had 














taken out the eyes of the boy, and buried 
or hid him, with nosign of his whereabouts. 
‘The next step was a riot and the destruction 
of the property. The official had written 
these facts—or rather this conspiracy—to 
his home, and one who had been here with 
foreigners was asked if he knew whether 
such things often occurred.

On entering on the duties 
connected with his present commissioner- 
ship he promptly put s stop to all the 
corrupt practices previously existing in his 
yamén, the result that the Imperial 
revenue from this source has increased 
very considerably, notwithstanding that 
the actual receipts are no larger than they 
were. Rapid advancement for such a man 
may safely be predicted.

He himself wished 
to wend troops to the scene of the disorder, 
but the Viceroy objecied as it might stir up 
a miniature civil war, The latter recom- 
mended that the disaffected should be urged 
te come to Nauking aud present their 
grievances to the Viceroy. Thirteen were 
induced to do so and were brought up on a 
mvan-of-war, but on their arrival here were 
put in irons and thrown into prison, This 
is the story as told in the yaméus here. 

Thero is a great deal of talk of the 
determination to create a riot here to- 
morrow and murder the foreigners, but it 
may not result in anything, Numbers of 
suspicious characters have been detected 
prowling around the mission hi luring 
the last two days. ‘The examinations are 
over and the students are going away in 
great numbers, With trif_ing excepti 
they have shown no unusual anti-foreign 
feeling.

‘A special meeting of members of the 
Race Club was held on Wednesday at the 
Grand Stand under the presidency of Mr. 
A. McLeod. 

A resolution altering Rule XI so as to 
provide for the printed accounts being 

laced in the hands of members five days 

efore the meeting, instead of ten as hereto- 
fore, having been carried without discussion, 
the meeting proceeded to the princi 
business, that of considering the question 
of rebuilding the Grand Stand. 

‘The Cuarnman said the Stewards had 
discussed the matter very fully among 
themselves, and had come to the conclusion 
that it would not be desirable or judicious to 
incur such great expenses as the carrying out 
of the suggestion would entail, although the

HONGKONG v. SHANGUAI. 
First Day. 

‘That most important element, the wea- 
ther, being propitious, there was’a full and 
enjoyable day's cricket on Monday, when 
the fifth encounter between Hongkong aud 
Shanghai was commenced at the $.C.C. 
ground, The match had of course been 
anticipated with great interest, andalthough 
the executive had made preparations fur a 
large attendance, they were inadequate, a 
very considerable proportion of the foreign 
population of the settlement being attracted 
by the prospect of yenial sunshine and 
good cricket. The summer dresses of the 
numerous ladies present gave additional 
brightness to the scene ; and the selections 
by the Town Band, under Chev. Vela, wero 
much enjoyed. There was one change in 
the advertised sides, Stow, who was suffer- 
ing from an injured hand, standing out of 
the Shanghai toam in favour of T. Wallace, 
The wicket, though a little slow during 
the first hour or sv, was in excellent cun- 
dition, and was in the batemen's favour 
allday. The Hongkong captain had the 
good fortune to win the toss, and his men 
were batting four hours and three-quarters, 
scoring at the average rate of a run & 
minute throughout. The total of 268 was 
more than seemed probable at one time, 
four of the best batsmen on the side being 
out for 88; but then a fine stand by Boyle 
and Barff broke the back of the bowling 
and aided the batsmen who followed to 
make useful scores. Boyle, who was top 
ecorer, played thoroughly good cricket, ex- 
hibiting great patience at first, and sub- 

uently hitting hard when opportunity 
offored. Barff also let out vigorously, but, 
he was lucky in being missed early in his 
innings. ‘the Hongkong captain played 
faultless cricket, and Lowson’s 37 was 
particularly meritorious for « bateman suf- 
fering from a bad leg. But for this, his 
score would certainly have been larger.

caused a great number of changes in the 
attack. The fielding was good so far as 
jicking up and throwing in were concerned, 
But the Hongkong total would have been 
good deal smaller bad all the chances been 
accepted. Robertson scarcely kept wicket 
up to his usual form, and St. Croix was 
out of place in the slips; but the two 
Moules, Orman, and Lees fielded admirably 
throughout. Shanghai made a good start 
in the short time left for play after the 
conclusion of the Hongkong innings, and as 
the wicket was still in very guod cundition, 
the home toan were quite likely to do as

well as their opponents, if no rain fell in 
the meantime. 

Details of Monday’s play are appended : 

Hongkong won the toss, and sent in 
Dumbleton and Lowson to the bowling 
of St. Croix (pavilion end) and Nichol. 
Lowson made a single off the first ball 
bowled, and in the same over Dumbleton 
made the first important hit—a pretty cut 
past point for 3. The same batsman next 

jayed Nichol nicely to leg for 3. A ley 
hit"tur 2 by Loweou from Nichol was 
followed by three singles in St. Croix’ next 
over, and then Dumbleton hit a pitebed- 
up ball from Nichol finely to leg for 4, 
When he had scored 7, Lowson was missed 
by Robertson from a’ chance of stumping 
off Nichol, but the ball broke right across 
the wicket and the chance was not a very 
easy one. The scoring being chiefly from 
the fast bowler, Stewart took the ball at 
18, In St. Croix’ next over a very con- 
fident appeal against Dumbleton for a 
catch at the wicket was answered in the 
batsman’s favour, and he promptly hit 
a full pitch from the slow bowler to 
leg for 3. This was his last effort, as 
in Stewart's second over Dumblets as 
dismissed by a smart catch at mid-off 
close to the ground. - One for 22. On 
Dunn coming in, Lowson played St. Croix 
prettily to leg for 2, and hit Stewart, also 
toleg, for3. Dunn began by hitting Stewart, 
to leg for 2, and the next ball, a long hop 
on the off-side, he cut past point for 4. 
Orman took the ball from Stewart at 36, 
and in his first over was hit square for 3 
by Lowson. A fine square-leg hit for 4 
from St. Croix by Dunn was the next im- 
portant item, aud the Hongkong captain 
then made a fine drive to the on from 
Orman, but the ball travelled slowly on the 
dead ground and only 2 ruus were scored, 
the bail stopping close to the boundary. 
A lofty hit by Lowson to mid-off fell harm- 
Jess, aud at 52 Nichol ree instead of 
Orman. Dunn got an off-ball round to the 
on for 3—a favourite stroke of his, and after 
an interval of quiet play hit St. Croix'square 
for 4, a very fine hit. Lowson responded 
with two good drives for 4 in one over from 
Nichol. At 71 4 double change of bowling 
was tried, St. Croix (who had sent down 13 
overs for 31 runs) giving up the ball to 
Maun, and Lees relieving Nichol. Nine 
runs were added, and then Dunn, who had 
boon playing beautiful cricket, was bowled 
by a yorker on the off-stump. ' His innings 
ut 30 included four fours aud one three. 
At the tiffin interval Lowson and Hannay 
‘were together, the score standing at 81 for 























two wickets, Lowson not out 32, Hannay 
not out 1. 
Play was rosumed at two o'clock, Leos 


and Maun bowling as before. The start 
was not auspicious. In the first over a 
good catch at the wicket on the leg side 
ismixsod Hannay, aud after 7 ruus had been 
slowlyadded, Lowson hitout ata goud length 
bull from Lees and was clean bowled. Low- 
sun had been at the wickets two hours, aud. 
played sterling cricket, especially consid 
ing the pain he was suffering. His chiof 
hits wore two fours, two threes, aud six 
twus. Boyle and ©.S. Barff were now 
together, and after sume quiet play, 
Lees, who had up to this point been bow- 
Jing very well, was hit to leg three times 
in one over—for 4and 1 by Boyle, aud 4 by 
Barf. The 100 went up at 2.25, and 
Nichol came on for the third time, vice 
Lees. Burff evoked cheors by a fine leg-hit 
for 4 from Mann. In the same over Barff| 
was missed at long-on by Wallace, the ball 
coming hard and high to the tieldsman, 
who misjudged the catch. St. Croix super- 
seded Mann at 112, and at 124 Lees 
resumed, but was promptly cut for 2 by 
Barff, who was doing nearly all the scoring. 
Boyle hit a full pitch from St, Croix to the 
on for 4, and as the batsmen were well set 
and playing confidently a further bowling 
change was triod, Mann coming on at 
‘Lees’ end at 140. "The hitting continued, 
Barff getting St. Cruix to square leg fur 4 














and making three twos in one over from 
Mann, Stewart was tried at 154, and 
Boyle cut him beautifully past point for 3. 
Barf got the following ball over the bowler’s 
head for 2, but in hitting out at the next 
he got under it and was well caught at 
cover point by Orman at the third attempt. 
Barff had scored 42 in three-quarters of an 
hour by dint of resolute hitting, and had 
with Boyle put on 71 runs for the fifth 
wicket. His chief hits were three fours, 
two threes, and eight twos. E, W. Mai 
land came next, and Wallace was tried in 
place of Mann. Boyle hit each bowler 
for 3, and at 169 Lees was tried again, 
this time at the pavilion end. Boyle 
next punished Wallace to the extent of 7 
runs in one over—a fine boundary hit to 
the on, and cuts for 2 and 1. hin, 
the other end, Boyle got Lees to leg for 
and cut him prettily past point for 3. 
Orman was tried at 182, and in his first 
wer Buyle was missed at the wicket from 
ahard chance. ‘The next ball went to leg 
for 4—a beautiful stroke. St. Croix came 
on again at the pavilion end at 190, and 
Maitland, who bad been at the wickets 
half an hour without scoring, hit him to the 
off for 3. In the slow bowler’s next over 
but one, however, a separation was effected, 
Boyle playing a ball hard on to his wicket, 
ig aoore of 63 was the result of an hour 
and thirty-five minutes’ batting, and he 
played sterling cricket throughout. His 
chief hits were four fours, six threes, aud 
nine twos. He gave no chance until he 
had made 53. for 197. F. Maitland 
joined his brother, who narrowly escaped 
being caught in the slips, ‘The 200 was 
signalled at 3.50, and at 202 Stewart and 
Nichol took up the bowling. After some 
slow play F. Maitland began to hit out, 
ing Nichol twice for 4 in one over, and 
getting Stewart away to the on for3. Mann 
came on again at 217, and at 221 W. H. 
Moule was tried in place of Stewart, but 
gave way to his brother after bowling a 
couple of overs. This la t change proved 
jecessful, F. Maitland being caught nt 
mid-off from A. J. H. Moule’s second ball. 
Seven for 226, the last wicket having added 
29 runs. Ram came next, and for some time 
play was rather slow, the only noticeable 
stroke being tine leg-hit for 4 by Ram, 
At 244 a good catch at shortleg dismissed 
EK. W. Maitland, who had been batting a 
long time for27runs. Loring, who followed, 
hit freely for several overs, but after adding 
18 out of 22 since the fall uf the last 
wicket, he was caught at mid-ou from alofty 
hit, and Ram being immediately afterwards 
bowled, the innings closed at 5.5 for the 
excellent total of 268. OF the nine bow- 
lers tried, Lees came out with the best 
average by a loug way. 

Shanghiai began batting at 9.25 with W. 
H. Moule and Mann, to the bowling of 
©. S. Barff and Lowson (pavilio 
Mann opened the account with a 2 to the 
off and 4 to leg in Lowson’s first over, sub- 
sequently adding 3 to leg from Lowson. 
In the latter's next over Moule was miseed 
by Barff from a sharp chance at slip. Mann, 
after getting Barff to the on for 3, drove 
Lowson beautifully, all along the ground, 
in the same direction, for 4. When stumps 
wero drawn at a quarter to six, the score 
stood at 20 for no wicket. 


Second Day. 

All Shanghailanders interested in cricket 
had a great treat on Tuesday. ‘The weather 
chtful, and the cricket was good 

and interesting ; so that there was ab- 
solutely nothing left to be desired. The 
attendance was perhaps larger than at any 
cricket match ever played in Shanghai; and 
the scene in the afternoon, when the Band 
was playing its best aud a large number of 
ladies were to be seen among the spectators, 
would have been calculated to give any 
stranger a good impression of the numbers 
and material prosperity of the foreign popula- 
tion of the settlement. ‘The Shanghai men, 




































































who were batting all day, gave # curiously 








unequal display on the good wicket, but 
nevertheless left off with tone the worst uf 
the game. It will be remembered that 
overnight Shanghai, going in against a total 
of 268, had scored 20 without loss. On Tuos- 
day everythi ith’ the home 
team until shortly after tiftin—absit omen ! 
Chietly through the steady cricket of St. 
Croix and W, H. Moule, 100 runs had 
been registered with only one wicket down. 
Everything seemed to indicate a long score 
iu prospect ; but at 107 St. Croix, when 
well set, was cleverly thrown out, and from 
this point the batting broke down complete- 
ly, the last eight wickets only producing: 
79 runs, and Shanghai being left in a muce 
rity of 88 on the first innings. There was 
nothing in the state of the ground to 
account for this collapse, which seemed tu 
be brought about more by good bowling 
than anything else. In the follow on, 
however, Shanghai fully atoned for the 
comparative failure earlier in the after- 
noon, Orman, after a couple of narruw 
escapesearly in his innings, settled down 
and played faultless cricket, His cutting 
and placing to leg were a treat to see and 
as he left off with a score of 64 and is still 
not out, he hasa good chance of making a 
fine scure. Wallace, his partner, deserves 
almost equal praise fur his steady defence. 
The bowlers were naturally tired during 
the Shanghai second innings, but the two 
batswen’s feat of going in when the game 
was cousiderably in favour of the other 
side and scoring 92 without being separated, 
was nevertheless a very fine one, It will 
be seen that of the Hongkong bowlers in 
the first innings Lowson was the most 
successful, in spite of his bad leg, from 
which it may be fairly assumed that, had 
he been fit and well, the Shanghai score 
would have been less than it was, The 
Hongkong men bore their long outing very 
well, the picking up and returning being 
consistently smart and clean; but the catcli- 
ing was not so good, and a reliable wicket 
keeper was very badly wanted. Tt would 
be difticult to bestow tov much praise 
on Capt. Dunn's generalship. ‘The bowling 
changes were worked by him with cousuin- 
mate judgment, und the placing of the field 
vas something’ to be studied and romem- 
ered. 


At the end of the day Shanghai were 4 
ruus ahead with all ten wickets to fall in 
their seound innings.

Mr. Wainewright replied that he was 
Very much disappointed. It was  put-up 
job; he had not the slightest idea that he 
was to be culled on, and it was well-known 
that in his profession a man must be briefed 
before he could speak. He had no fears 
that Shanghai would not continue to 
flourish: it was the best place in China, 
for Hongkong was not in China, but 
was a part of the ‘tight little island 

nd we looked to it as our refuge il 
the worst ever came tu the worst. Shan, 
hai was not only the best place in China, 
but it had the busiest community xnd 
the best-informed community ; we knew 
here far more about China, ‘than was 
known in Peking. Shanghai had its hand 
ou the pulse of China, aud next to Hong- 
Kong it deserved the regard of the British 
government, When Mr. Mason has wor 
ed his wicked will here we shall perhaps 
be welcomed in Hongkong, but meauwhile 
‘we relied on the Home Guard, and we had 
no fears as to our future, (Cheers.)

the Taotai, and Mr. Wilkinson was inform- 
ed of this, but he replied that he adhered 
to the notice given by him. 

‘At half-past six this morning about 20 
foreign men entered the company’s premises 
and turned out all the company's coolies 
who were cleaning up the offices, leaving, 
however, unmolested, about 20 of the 
company’s employés on the upper floor. 

‘The foreiguers then posted a notice on 
the door which read as follows : 

“orice, 

“The undersigned has this day taken 

ogsession of these premises on behalf of 
Sohn Murray Forbes and Hiram Shaw 
Wilkinson. 

“Shanghai, Sept. 18th, 1891,

and shut and nailed the door to.

Some time after the ire of Messrs. 
Russell & Co. notice was served upon us 
to pay the rent to Mr. G. H. Wheeler, 
agent for Creaay ‘Ewens and Ng Chau Fong, 
Trustees for ig, Woon Sun Howqua and 
Ng Woo Nung Howqua, and subsequently 
we also had intimation from other members 
of the Howqua family at Canton that they 
claimed a share of property and rents, 
Suddenly on the Iith September we 
received a letter from Mr. Wilkinson 
demanding payment of the rent and settin; 
forth that the notice was given on behalf 
Mr. John Murray Forbes and of hit 
to whom the premises have been succeasive- 
ly assigued. Mr. Wilkinson gave us or our 
lawyer no proof of his right to demand the 
rent nor referred us to anywhere for his 


title. 

On the 16th instant Mr. Dowdall wrote 
to inform Mr. Wilkinson that the rent due 
including that payable in advance had been 
paid to the Shan; tai in his judicial 
capacity. But Wilkinson instead of 
adopting some amicable means for a settle- 
ment ofthe matter in dispute, replied that 
he would adhere to the notice he had given 
and took the high-handed measure he did 
the very next inorning after the time was 
up. Isaw that our rights were defended 
in the quietest way which the circum- 
stances permitted. I made all the coolies 
(who are our regularly employed work- 
men at the Kin-lee-yuen Wharf num- 
bering about 100) put down their carrying 
bamboos on the footpath before entering 
the premises. This Iam quite sure they did, 
and the police saw it also, although some 
coolies with bamboos appear to have en- 
tered from Foochow Road to look on. 
These I suppose were the coolies that 
usually congregate at the corner of the 
Foochow Road at that hour of the day 
seeking for employment. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I'and the men that 
went into the premises to expel the in- 
truders, and our families are dependent 
on the China Merchants’ Company for 
our means of living, and if we see_au 
attempt is made to deprive us of our daily 










































food, we must use our utmost force tu 
resist such attempt, seeing that the police 
could not help us,’ There are people who 
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may think that the China Merchants’ Com- 
pany were not right in bringing their own 
men in such numbers through the Bund, 
but the wound is not on the bodies of such 
thinking persons, therefore they do not feel 
the pain.

He 
maintained, however, that striking as it 
did at abuses which the most ignorant 
countryman felt with each buwl of rice he 
ate, they evuld count on the immediate 
sympathy and docility of the masses. He 
assured me that the true heads of the 
movement were muctly rich merchants 





























with a few prominent officials, well 
acquainted with foreigners and foreign 
forms of government, who were spending 
their money in a truly patriotic spirit and 
without any motives of self-aggrandise- 
ment. Their only fault was that they 
could not bring themselves to face the 
necessary suspension of trade and the 
violence’ necessary to inaugurate the 
change, which rendered unavoidable the 
admission of a more turbulent element, 
new ofticials aud military officers, who, a3 
matters approached @ head, were already 
eyeing each other with suspicion, and on 
whom it was difficult to impress the import- 
ance of their pro-foreign policy. 

Further away from the centres where 
the influence of foreigners and foreign 
trade have impressed such ideas on the 
‘reformers,’ lay the true source of danger to 
China’s advance ; and——said that many 
old merchants looked on it as such # 
stumbling-block as to render it hopeless 
to inaugurate a new era on their part, 
It was the military party who are deter- 
mined to upset the present dynasty in 
order to place their own pretender on the 
throne, He said that these men had not 
given a thought to what great line of policy 
should mark the new dynusty. ‘They de- 
ed a rebellion, nothing more ; they con- 
ted of all the young bloods to whom 
commotion meant gain or excitement ; and 
30 many especially among the lower sul- 
diery and people, bad now been imbued with 
the feeling that it would be hard to see how 
such a spirit can be longrestrained. This, 
the more active and powerful body, likewise 
had chiefs who knew very well what they 
were doing, and who knew very well what: 
rewards they proposed for themselves, It 
was these men who excited a false patriot- 
ism among the people, against alious, fenr- 
ing that they should turn theie thoughts to 
their real interests, a change of the whole 
aystem of government, and recognise that 
it was not among such men that they could 
find patriotic leaders, At the same time 
they feel too weak to attempt a rebellion 
by these rebels, and can only keep alive 
their spirit and make an opening for them 
selves by embroiling the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the Mission question. The other 
party, on the other hand, feel very strong 
in the sympathies of the whole nation, but 
lack the nerve and backbone possessed b; 
the more turbulent ; and meanwhile euch 
eyes the other with more envy and suspicion 
than either does the ruling dynas 

All this, although——was confident that 
everything was now ripe to give the ‘re- 
forw’ party the opening required, con- 
vinced me that a beginning of ‘reform’ 
meant a beginning of internecine anarchy ; 
and I considered, despite the dislike ‘to 
deceit in dealing ‘with such well-meaning 
conspirators, that I should be doing a use- 
ful thing, as well as interesting to myself, 
in placing foreigners in possession of this 
state of things by entering into the con- 
spiracy myself. 

As I said before, I believe the attempts 
to seize places in Kiangsu will now be put 
off for months ; but I gee nothing to sup- 
press an outbreak on the lines of the Tai- 
pings in the provinees bordering on the

A CHINESE PAMPRLET AND SOME POSTERS. 

Kiwei kiao kai sce. A Devil i 
fit to live. By @ Mandarit 
Chow Kung and of Confucius. 

‘A venomous pamphlet against the Roman 
Cathohe religion, written from the stand- 
point of a Chinese whv, although a Con- 
fucianist, professes a perfect tolerance for 
Buddhism, Tavism, aud the popular fetish- 
ism of China, for the worship of the Sun 
and Moon, Kwan Ti, God of War, the God 
of Wealth and the Kitchen God. He 
writes for the people in colloquial mandarin 
like the exposition of the ‘* Sacred Edict.” 
He begins by heaping abuse on the head of 
the Founder of Christianity, whom he calls 
BG AEA Hy; the sinister adjective sie 
being in itself about as malignant a term 
of opprobrium as avy contained in the 
Chinese language. It would be an odious 
task for a self-respecting white man to 
write down in a European language a 
teanelatics. of what this so-called paps 
of a great sage has written ; yet it is to 
hoped that it will be dune, 90 that it may 
be known of what some of the literati of 
the Far East are capable. All the old stock 
lies about Christian converts are paraded 
in this book, which if it yields a little in 



























sort, exceeds them in blasphemy, and far 
surpasses them in boldness. After accu- 
sing Christiane of causing the Taiping rebel- 
lion, and Christian powers of now taking

THE ESCAPE OF THE SYDNEY. 


The Sydney, which arrived from Japan 
on Friday with the homeward French mail, 
appears to have had a very narrow escape 
between Yokohama and Kobe, and Captain 
Delacroix has courteously favoured us with 
an extract from his log, of which the follow- 
ing ig tranalation: 

oft Yokohama on 13th September at 
9am, Fine westher, heavy swell from 
S.W. In the evening the weather became 
gloomy and squally ; rain at intervals, On 
the 14th at 3.a.m., in a moment of clear- 
ness, land was seen ahead on the starboard 
hand, at a short distance. The helm was put 
over directly to keep the ship off. During 
this mancuvre she struck lightly on a bank 
of muddy sand, with « depth of 11 metres, 
in the trough ‘of the sea, At the same 
motent, a huge sea, taking the ship abeam, 
came on beard on’ the port side, causing 
some damage on the deck, and sending a 
flood of water into After 
ascertainingthat the 
water and was not seriously dam: 
tinued our course. During the morning 
the breeze increased to « gale trom 8. to 
S.S.E.; sea very heavy, ubliged to henve to 
at8a.m. at the entrance of Kii Channel, 
Under way again for Kube at 11; the ship 
not labouring so much, but the weather 
still very bad, and the gale continuing, 
Anchored in the port of Kobe on the 14th 
at 5 p.m. .

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THE TYPHOON AT NAGASAKI. 

We are indebted to the courtesy of the 
late Mr, Dall for the following account of 
the typhoon at Nagasaki on the 13th and 
14th instant 


September 13th commenced _ with 
moderate NE, wind and dull cloudy 
weather accompanied by rain at intervals

harbour, the rain coming down in one 

nual and almost blinding downpour. 
ikio Maru which had left for 
Shanghai at 5 p.m. returned to the an- 
chorage at 9 p.m., most vessels by th:

otherwise prepared the com 
typhoon, At 10 p.in. during an intery: 
ofthe rain, a native j : 
cone vessel, the crew piteously erying f 
assistance, but unfortunately none could 
ho rendered and she disappeared in the 
darkness taking her course out to sea. 
Frommidnight to daylight the typhoon rag- 
ed at ita worst, fierce gusts howling with 
fearful sound as they swept down the moun- 
tains, the rain beating with such force 
that to look towards it was utterly impos- 
sible; soa spray was flying about raising 
miniature water spouts: this, and the utter 
darkness of the ni je a picture 
which no person who was in it will ever 
forget. 

‘When morning dawned the wind abated 
in its fury to a certain extent, drift wood, 
sampans, boats with cargo, and all kinds 
of things came rapidly whirling past in suc- 
cession, but. what was worst, several native 
craft of no small dimeusions (schooners) 
were in very dangerous proximity to the 
different points of land where they were 
anchored. At 8a.m. on the Lath the wind 
suddenly’ veered round to the $.W, with 
greater force than during the night. From 
9 am, to 10.30 a.m, four native vessels 
went ashore within sight of us, one 
lee shore, the crow having the greatest di 
culty in saving themselves, Some were seen 
to get ashore, bat if any men were lost it is 
not known, while those on the weather 
shore saved theniselves ensily. One 
schooner broke up immediately, one turned 
turtle, one sank with only part of the 
masts’ above water, the fourth found an 
easy berth amongst the rocks where she was 
made fast and the crew made themselves 
comfortable, At 6 in the morning a barque 
was observed to be anchored outside of 
Pappenberg in about 40 fathoms of water. 
At the time she was first seen the wind 
was due N.E. and therefore against her 
to make the harbour, but at 8 am. 
on the 14th, when the wind shifted to 
S.W., she must either have tried to make 
the entrance or elve perhaps her cables 
parted, for the first there was seen of her 
was xt 9.30 a.m, when she was descried 
close on a lee shore, helpless and close to 
the eutrance of Nagasaki. For a short 
time she rolled heavily, then she settied on 
the rocks and then the cruel destruction 
commenced ; it was a pitiful sight to see 
her masts going hy the board one by one, 
and observing the ‘crew trying to secure 
themselves xgainst the force of the sea, 
which broke and dashed over her con: 
tinuously. Rugged rocks and fvaming, 
breaking waves on one side, the ocean on 
the other and the ship bresking up under 
their feet, that was the let of the poor 
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mariners there; how they fared or if any 
were saved ot known, but it isto be 
hoped that some of the poor unfortunates 
reached laud in safety, for at 11.30 a.m,

At 1 
the typhoon was over and calm weather 
with a blue sky and smooth sea made 
it almost impossible to believe that 
such havoc could hare been done a few 
hours previously. 








‘The name of the barque which foundered 
was ascertained to be the Archos from New- 
chwang loaded with beans; the sailors were 
Chinese and the captain and officers Eu- 
ropeans. 

‘Phe loss of small craft and the damage 
done ashore are believed to be considerable.

B WHO WAS THERE. 

It may be interesting to some of your 
1s, particularly any who thought, of 
coming to Unzen and didn’t, to have a few 
notes from the spot. Before I arrived here, 
a few days ago, I understand that things 
went on pretty’ pleasantly, stores arrived 
when due from Nagasaki, the table was 
fairly good, and there was pleasant society 
in Shimoda’s hotel. But on the night of 
‘Tuesday last there was a very heavy blow 
which made some of the visitors somewhat 
nervous ; doubts were even expressed as to 
whether the roof would be blown off or not. 
Next morning came bright ; there were 
further arrivals from Shanghai, and a party 
who had enjoyed themselves during their 
stay here returned to Nagasaki 

Alas ! from that time the luck seems to 
have deserted us ; soda water gave out next 
day (no insinuation intended) ditto Hunyani 
water, and beef—arimasen. Milk is fairly 
plentiful and good when it reaches the con- 
sumer before it is sour. The good old 
chicken has been the stand-by for several 
days, but though noone properly appreciated 
the excellence of the barn door fow! boiled, 
stewed, grilled or for a grand change made 
into broth with a plentiful supply of broken 
bones in it, all hands were making the best 
of it. 

Undoubtedly a boy left three days ago to 
get fresh supplies from Nagasaki, but he 
“cometh not.’ One of the unfortunates of 
the party was heard to remark that being 
ill he came up here to live on milk an 
beef juice ; and there has been no soda or 
beef, bar the first day he arrived. 

Meantime the whole lot of us are in a 
teahouse, and thankful to have a decent. 
roof over our heads once more. For 
Shimoda’s hotel is incapacitated for further 
entertainment of visitors until it has a roof 
put on. 

‘Sunday was a wet and windy day, and 
when night came on the wind rose toa 
gale, and during the night raised itself to 
the dignity of a young typhoon. Shutters 
banged and windows were blown open, and 
matters became more and more serious 
until soon after 4 a.m. the house shook 
and shuddered in very ominous fashion. 

‘The gale had been blowing during the 
earlier part of the night from the N.E. 
coming round by the W, until eventually 























it was nearly S. It was blowing terrifically, 
and the assaults made upon the shivering 


house were enough to make the stoutest at 
least “‘consider the situation.” Suddenly 
at five minutes to five a.m. the wind eaught 
the S.W. comer of the house, tearing off 
part of the roof and altogether dislocating 
the trusses of the roof—and dashing some 
of the timbers into the rooms below. One 
timber fell through the next room to the 
corner, where Mr. and Mrs, C. and a child 
were sleeping~or lying awake, Mrs. C. 
very narrowly escaping, as the falling bean, 
which measures 8 in. by 8 in. and 12 ft. 
long, struck her a blow giving her a shock- 
ing black eye. 

Naturally all the visitors, consisting of 
five adults and three children, were out 
in very quick time, and while the roof 
was torn away amid falling timbers and a 
deluge of rain, we collected in the room on 
the ground floor occupied by the natives, 
‘Then sorties were made upstairs at no 
small risk, and blankets or anything that

Eggs and bacon were being 
dispatched in an upper chamber when the 
storm came on again with vigour, and 50 
‘shook the teahouse that we began to think 
we might have left the frying pan only to 
get into the fie, and all Went below, where 
at all events it felt safer, even if it was not, 
Soon after noon all was quiet except for 
the constant dropping of the rain,

In the city of Husian, on the Grand 
Canal, the magistrate arrested in one 
night’ten Kolao members, four in one 
ix i On each of

number of several hundreds, under the 
beirer’s control. The authorities are taking 
vigorous steps to keep the city well pa- 
trolled. 

‘The suburbs of Chinkiang are devastated 
by cholera. ‘The white cloth and pieces 
of coarse hemp, signs of mourning, are to 
be seen on nearly every door post in all 
‘The ignoraut rustics, instead 
f preventive measures, have re- 
course to. worshipping the God of sickness 
and death, Large sums of money have 
been subscribed to barn sacrifices and to 
act theatrical plays to please the terrible 
deity. 

‘Two girls, while hoeing in the field of a 
village south-west of Chinkiang, were at- 
tacked by a large and savage wolf. One 
of them was badly bitten and the other 
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was carried away. A crowd of armed vil- 
lagers, on hearing the news, gave chase 
but only found the mangled remains of 
the poor victim. 

‘A Chinaman, who had demanded a loan 
from another without success, drew a sharp 
knife and attempted to stab’ himself with 
He was prevented by the other, who 
is eagerness to take away the blade was 
himself severely cut, and got angry. A 
fight followed but the tipao interfered and 
arranged the quarrel satisfactorily at a 
slight pecuniary lose to himself. 

On the night of the 17th inst. an appren 
tice at a shop inside the city climbed on 
the roof to get a view of the fire, which 
was raging in Canton Road, He accidental- 
ly fell and broke both legs.

‘This enormous malti- 
tude at once made opposition to the esecu- 
tive officers, ‘The mazistrate being a new 
man and having taken over the seals of 
oflice only ten days previously, was as- 
tounded at this sudden rising and imm 
diately. petitioned the higher suthorities 
for assistance, A thousand soldiers were 
sont with all speed, ‘The rising occurred 
on the 4th instant, On the 11th and 12th 
despatches continued to arrive but uptonow 
hho news iias come whether the city still holds 
out against the besiogers. It is reported 
that the leader of the malcontents is Liv, 
the son of a desperate criminal Lia Ching, 
tund his force is numerous, Some pilgrims 
who had turned back from the neighbour- 
ing city, Nonon, to Amoy, relate that a 
certain official is missing. He has probably 
been captured by the rioters in one of 
the skirmishes, 

‘The Japanese merchants are in the habit 

of purchasing native produce from Chichou 
i ‘nho district in Cores, Recently 
tome difficulties occurred between the 
Cureans and the subjects of the Mikado, 
and over twenty of the latter were wounded 
in a fracas, Tho Japanese Consul of Clie- 
mulpo communicated the occurrence to the 
Corean Minister of Foreign Affairs who 
sent a deputy to go with the Consul to the 
scene of the disturbance to institute a 
regular inquiry. ; 

‘At a quarter past five on the Sth inst. o 
severe shock of earthquake was felt in 
Tangchow. ‘The houses trembled, and 

destrinns felt a difficulty in walking. It 
fasted but a few seconds. 

"The literary Chancellor of Hupeh is un- 
usually strict this year, ‘The essays written 
by students for determining whether the 
applicants possess the necessary qualifica- 
tons for entering the examination hall 
were so severely scrutinised that many 
were rojected. ‘The number of contestants 
for the second degree was comparatively 
small. However there were few names 
appearing on the blue poster after the first 
three days and still fewer after the second 
trial, also three days. ‘The names so posted 
are of those who fuil to pass and are warned 
not to enter again, During the last three 
Gays a part of the hall caught fire but the 
flames were quickly extinguished by engines 
that wore constantly patrolling the premises. 

‘The patrolling deputies of Nanking have 
their hands full. ‘The other night, » 
number of gamblers were caught in the 
act; some fotel Keepers were found to 
have a. full house without registering 
all the lodgers’ names and occupations, 
opium shops kept their doors open after 
the regulation hour, and other casea of 
vagrants staying out late at night without 
assigning valid reasous for their so doing. 

‘A fire occurred in the capital of Kiangsi, 
burning down several blocks of the business 
portion of the eity. The cause of the con- 
























































flagration was as follows. The proprietor 
of a fire cracker shop, in the course of con- 
versation with a friend made a bet as to 
whether the tobacco cinders blown from a 
water pipe could set on fire a pile of paper 
strips cut ready to roll into fire trackers. 
Wagers were laid and the test began. 
‘Twenty cinders were allowed and were 
blown into the paper pile in rapid succes- 
sion. Nothing, however, occurred for a 
few minutes, but just ss the triumphant 
proprietor reached out his hand to grasp the 
wager, lurid flame burst from the pile and 
the wooden partition caught fire. The sud- 
deness took every one’s breath away and a 
general stampede took place. ‘The powder 
box soon exploded. ‘The fire then assumed 
greater dimensions, ad it was not extin- 
guished until much damage was done. 
‘The authorities ns well those who suffered 
from the effects of the experiment are 
actively looking for the perpetrators who 
consider that absence of body at this 
juncture would amply compensate for the 
want of presence of mind when the fire 
firat broke ont. 

A delapidated honse used as a restaurant. 
near Tungkndoo outside the South Gate of 
the city tumbled down and two of the 
assistants were so severely injured that 
there is little chance of their lives being 
prolonged. 

H.E. Chén, Provincial Judicial Com- 
missioner of Soochow, is coming here on 
business, 

‘A scribe of the city magistrate was 
walking leisurely with a silk gown un- 
der his arm when a stranger rushed on 
him, slapped his face and ran away with the 
gown. He gave chase, but slipped and fell; 
when he rose the thief was nowhere to be 
found. ‘The rate summoned the 
tipaos of wll the wards inside and outside 
of the city and ordered them to mal 
of names of all the local roughs in each 
ward. One tipao did not agree with His 
Honour and argued the point, His Honour 
showed by reasons, that his own opinion 
was right and backed it up by giving 200 
blows to the learned tipao for displaying 
his nwyer-like qualities morethan necessary 
in Chinese court.

cent trouble at Chinkiang had the 
origin. A certain Manchu rough, 
Li Siu-hung, was continually cau 
to the authorities but always managed to 
escape punishment. Lately he created a 
tutault in the garrison camp under the 
pretext that the Commander of the Left 
camp had ‘squeezed’ rations. The turbu- 
|lent element of the garrison corps, ever 
eager for excitement, assembled a’ large 
mob and marched to the Commander's 
‘yamén and demolished the walls. ‘The mat- 
ter was reported to the Lieutenant- 
‘Tartar-General who summoned the riotous 
Manchus and over « hundred attended. 
W.E, argued with them, but the mutineers 
would not listen to reason, inaking the 
old yamén ring with their mad shouts and 
boisterous laughter. A large number of 
wiser ones quietly left to return to their 
uaual camp duties. H.E. then determined 
to make an example of the mutineers, 
The dvors were closed and fifteen of the 
most desperate Manchus were captured. 
Notice was despatched to the Chinese 
General commandivg at Kuachou, for a 
detachment. of Chinese soldiers to take 
ye of the rufiians, but the cautious 
1g to interfere 
with Manchus, declined the request. ‘Tho 
Lieutenant Tartar-General had to start for 
Nanking to get a gunboat to transport the 
prisoners to the metropolis. It is reported 
that the Viceroy will examine them in 
person together with the Tartar-General, 
Lieutenant Tartar-General, all the Manchu 
officials, aud the Provincial Judge and 
Treasurer. The prisoners wear oficial 
dreas as they are of rank, but are securel: 
handcuffed. ‘They are ‘now under loel 
and key. 






































































While a Japanese steamer was getting 
ready to start from Chemulpo, a Coreau 
Customs officer in a gig went to the ship to 
clear her. When the gig approached the 
steamer’s side a Japanese cargo boat got in 
the way and its crew refused to move it 
away. A fight took place which resulted 
in the wounding of two Japanese cargo- 
‘boat men and a Corean sailor. Word was 
sent to the Japanese police, who arrived 
on the scene and immediately sided with 
their own countrymen, The Customs staff 
complained to the Commissioner, who 
requested the Japanese Consul to institute 
an enquiry into the matter. 

The British Consul at Hankow called 
on H. E. Chang Chih-tung and returned 
the 5,000 taels which weie paid to the 
lndies’ who suffered such bad  treat- 
ment at the hands of the Wusueh mob. 
The Consul further told the Viceroy that 
the missionaries requested that the ring- 
leaders in the Wasueh riot be not branded, 
as the disfigurement. would destroy the 
possibility of the culprits ever reforming. 
HE, on hearing this request, could not 
help ‘exclaiming that such a good action 
was indeod that. of virtuous men, and that 
he would grant the request with pleasure. 

An Imperial order for 5,000 sheets of 
writing paper with two sheets as samples, 
was seut to the Viceroy at Nanking. The 
native post-oftice only delivered the de- 
spatch containing the order, and alleged 
that the samples were lost.” The Viceroy 
was very angry, and sent the manager of 
the post-office to the magistrate for exami- 
tion. The paper ordered is said to be 
white, thick, and of unusually large size, 
costing $4 a piece.

David Thompson was charged with being 
drank. and assaulting « sampan man by 
striking him on the mouth and head, at the 
Old Ningpo Wharf, on the night of the 
I7th. Accused pleaded guilty. 

Complainant said defendant jumped into 
his sampan, struck him on the mouth and 
head and kicked him on the chest. The 
blow on the mouth cut his lip, and he lost 
a tooth 

His Worship told complainant to come 
forward and show the state of his mouth, 
After making au inspection of that part his 
Worship remarked that the lip was cut, 
but there were no signs of any tooth having 
been knocked out, 

Accused said that when he arrived at the 
wharf from the settlement, he had a bottle 
of whisky in his hand, ‘There were nine 
or ten sainpan man oo the Wharf, and one 
of them snatched the bottle and’ got into 
his sampan, Accused went after him, and 
was struck three or four times with a 
bamboo, he could not say by whom. Ac- 
cused got out of the sampan ou to the 
Wharf, and seeing complainant close at 
hand, struck him, thinking he was the man 
who hit accused. Beside the whisky, 
accused lost $2.70 in silver. 

Accused was fined $3, or in default one 
week's imprisonment. He chose the Ixtter 
alternative.

NETHERLANDS CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 21st September, 


Before Mr. A. Havrr, Acting Consul and 
President of the Court, and Messrs, W. B. 
van Corbacu, Jou, Néutine, and Cu. Inurc, 
Assessors, “I. C. Hoch, lately a Customs 
officer at Kiukiang, was charged with caus- 
ing the death of an Italian subject named 
Domenico Lamacchia at Kiukiang on the 
19th August Jast, Mr, E. Gh Acting 
Consul for Italy, watched the proceedings 
ou bekalf of his nationals, : 

‘The depositions taken by Mr. Sinclair, 
H.M.’s Vice Consul at Kiukiang, were read, 
aud the defendant said he bad nothing to 
add to his statement beyond that he and the 
deceased had always been on the best of 
terms. 

The Court having full; 
case and all the cires connected 
therewith, unanimously d that there 
was no question but that the deceased 
caine to his death accidentally, and thit 
the defendant was free from all suspicion 
of foul play, an opinion in which Mr, Ghisi 
concurred. 

The President, however, called the at- 
tention of the Court to Article 307 of the 
Penal Code referring to cases of death 
caused by another person, which provided 
that such person incurred a penalty of 
less than eight days’ imprisonment. 

The Court reluctantly sentenced tho 
defendant to this term of imprisonment but. 
requested the President to strongly recom- 
mend Hoch to the mercy of the High 
Court of Batavia in order that the sentence 
may be remitted, especially as the defend- 
ant cannot be reinstate: his situation if 
he is imprisoned, The defendant said he 
would do what he could t» aupport the 
family of the deceased, a promise he would 
be unable to fulfil if the recommendation 
of the Consular Court was not acceded to. 

Pending the decision of the High Court 
the defendant was told that he would not 
be allowed to leave Shanghai without the 
sanction cf his Consul,
